should ' intervene first, but if the fed- 
eral 'government does not take charge 
of the mines and operate them then the \ 
states must act. The governor's tele- 
gram to the Iowa governor follows: 


"If the conference at 
Washington 


does not bring immediate adjustment, 
governmental intervention will have to 
take place in the shape of operating 
the mines, but this intervention should 
be by the federal government. If the 
conference fails 
and the federal gov- 


ernment" does not take charge, then in 
my judgment the states will have to 
do" it."

" rriake a report to the full joint taxation 
committee. If the sub committee's re- 
port is adopted, the proposed legisla- 
tion will be ready to introduce Decem- 
ber 1. "when the session reconvenes. 


•Besides an income tax law and a 


graduated automobile tax law, the com- 
mittee has in course of preparation a 
bill to render further aid to weak school 
districts'.' 


Exemptions in the proposed income 


tax law is virtually the same as the 
federal law. $1,000 for an unmarried 
person and $2,000 for one married per- 
son, and 5200 additional for each child. 
The tax rate is tentatively fixed at 2 
per cent. 


The committee also is preparing a 


proposed ,constitutional ajnendment to 
limit the debt incurring power of muni- 
cipalities and other taxing subdivisions.

The shots from the I. W. W. Headquarters in Centralia, Washington, which killed 


four veterans of the World War and wounded others in an Armistice Day parade, give 
dramatic emphasis to the fact that a year after Germany's open war on civilization was de- 
feated, we are still being attacked by sinister forces of revolution and anarchy which Ger- 
many, many believe, turned loose upon the world by way of Russia. That the American 
public is rapidly losing patience with the organized and persistent efforts of foreign theor- 
ists to destroy "American institutions is evidenced in many directions.

destruction of all instruments of indebtedness.

MAHUA TREE GROWS ALCOHOL 


Blossom Produced, When Sun Dried, 


Contains 60 Per Cent of Its Weight 


In Fermentable Sugar. 


Alcohol in these days has attention 


from government in diverse ways. 
England has hud a committee studying 
the possibilities of Increasing the pro- 
duction of alcohol to be.used In gen- 
erating power. 


The opportunities discussed by the 


committee, are interesting. Of course, 
potatoes, artichokes and cereals came 
in for attention. But it seems there 
are less known sources of alcohol. For 
example, there is the flower of the 
mahua tree, which flourishes in Hyder- 
abad and tlie central part of India. 
This flower, when sun dried, contains 
60 per cent of its weight in ferment- 
able sugar, and apparently Is to be 
gathered by the ton. Then theje are 
the fertile gases of the coke ovens. 
They are so rich in surprises to the 
everyday man that It is not very 
startling to learn they contain ethyl- 
ene, which by synthetic processes 
somewhat developed under the stress 
of war may be converted into ethyl 
alcohol. 


With the coal beds about to pro- 


duce alcohol, and the trees of India 
fairly blossoming with it, the man with 
a motorcar may quiet the fears arous- 
ed by the scientists' figures which 
show that we are within sight of the 
end of petroleum and gasoline. There 
is nothing like being easy in one's 
mind.—The Nation's Business. 


REMEDIES OF THE DAYS PAST 


Plants, 
Berries, Weeds and 
Roots 


Among Ancient Remedies Used 


for Cure of Ailments.

Quaint malady remedies of the past, 


many of which led to wealth on the 
part of the inventors, were nearly all 
made of berry plants and many of 
common weeds. 
Pokeberries, years 


ago, 
wore used to make plaster for 


a cancer, and grapevine sap was pre- 
pared for hair tonics. To produce a 
s\\eat, tea was made from magnolia 
leaves, and the berry of this plant was 
often mentioned as a cure for con- 
sumption. 


For toothache, the veteran prac- 


titioner used the bayberry root. Ber- 
ries of the cedar tree were supposufl 
to stiffen the spine, and a purge was 
made of alder buds or of elderberries. 
The goldenrod, the mullein plant, the 
burdock, and common weeds were also 
held forth as cures for various ail- 
ments. 


"Tuscarora rice," invented by a Phil- 


adelphia woman, and held forth as a 
cure for tuberculosis, enabled the prac- 
titioner to secure a fortune for her- 
self. It was nothing more than hom- 
iny made from Indian corn. 


To Extinguish Fires In Coal Mines. 
The mud-jet seems to have been 


found especially adapted to extinguish- 
ing fires in coal mines, but it is liable 
to be inefficiently applied. 
A recent 


investigation shows that lime and clay 
should be included in the mud. 
The 


usual success of the mud-jet in con- 
trolling fire is largely due to the ac- 
tion of these cement materials in con- 
solidating loose particles, and closing 
gas-emitting openings by forming a 
cake over them. The refuse dust from 
the cleaning of blast-furnace gas, boil- 
er ash, sifted earth, and even combus- 
tible products like the refuse of coal- 
washing, may make up the bulk of the 
mud. 
A tank of mud with gratity 


discharge is suggested as the ordinary 
fire-fighting plant, though steam or 
compressed air may be used.

for four long years to produce a unique 
piece which they offer in homage to 
their queen

ereign 


A French publication describes the 


veil—designed bj the most famous 
of Belgian artists and executed by the 
most 
esrpert workmen, perfect in 


e\ ery detail of mesh and motif. 


Twelve thousand hours were re- 


quired in workmanship, for the •veil 
contains not less than 12,000,000 points. 
Ct displays the almost unknown art 
of light and shade, a difficult effect 
and one of rare beauty. It sohes 
for the first time, peihaps, the ques- 
tion of perspective. The entire piece 
weighs but four and one-half ounces. 


In the center of the veil are the 


Belgian arms, and in the four corners 
of the central panel the arms of the 
cities of Ypres, N'leuport, Popennghe 
aud Furnes. 
The four side panels 


represent the industries of weaving, 
fishing, hop picking and dairying. 


Frost Discussed in Bulletin. 


Discussions of the formation and 


seasons of frost and how growing 
plants may be protected from it, are 
contained in the department of agri- 
culture's Farmers' Bulletin No. 104, 
"Notes on Frost," which may be ob-

Madrid to Have Subway. 


A few weeks hence there will be a 


subway in Spam and subway trams 
running under the streets of Madrid. 
Then the people of Madrid will have 
their first opportunity to tiavel un- 
derground the Rio del Solo to Gua- 
tro Camicos, the first half of the line 
being constructed more than sixty feet 
below the street level. Madrid itself 
is rapidly modernizing, reports say.

structed; new offiee bmlcbags going 
up; and the new subway is but the 
beginning of a metropolitan system in 
a city of crowded streets. 


Crook Forest Enlarged. 


The president has signed a proc- 


lamation adding 29,440 acres to the 
Crook national forest, Arizona. The 
lands added are located In the Win- 
chester mountains and southwest of 
the Galiuro division of the Crook forest. 
TheSr are rough and broken in char- 
acter and are not suitable for agricul- 
tural purposes. Practically the entire 
tract is covered with a stand of oak, 
Jumper, and cedar timber of fair qual- 
ity.

Arkansas Diamonds. 


Arkansas has several diamond mines
